Upon further consideration and search, the indicated allowability of claims 11,12 
and 15-20 found in the previous office action is withdrawn.

Claims 1 1- 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by FR 
'030 in view of the teaching reference to Brownfield. 

FR '030 teaches fluoropolymer based tape as discussed in the previous office 
action. Example 2 of the reference explicitly teaches "micronized" PPS. The reference 
to Brownfield demonstrates that "micronized" PPS encompasses particle sizes from 0.1 
to 100 urn (see claim 1). 

Therefore the FR '030 reference is seen as teaching all aspects of the 
rejected claims. 

Claims 1-10, 21-25 and 27-44 are allowed.
